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Family reunion 
on the high seas 


I used to believe in the saying “Happiness is having a large, caring, 
close-knit family—in another country.” 

Since moving to the USS. for college 25 years ago and then staying 
on, I have had sporadic intersections with most of my family, until 
the advent of Facebook got most of us reconnected like never before. 
Whether they’re a car salesman in London, a nurse in Kentucky or 
a bank manager in Dubai, I now know through their status updates 
that they had moo goo gai pan for lunch, are a big fan of Neti Pots and 
took a picture with Al Gore’s masseuse. 

Last year, one cousin who obviously hadn’t watched “Madea’s Fam- 
ily Reunion” decided to petition us all for the grand old American tra- 
dition: the summer family reunion! Before I could put a kibosh on it, 
the idea snowballed with almost every single member of my mother’s 
family agreeing to meet up at a neutral spot in the summer of 2010. 

Most families meet at forest preserves, Grandma’s backyard or 
water parks, but the distance between our motley crew led to hun- 
dreds of e-mails, texts and updates and finally a Mediterranean cruise 
was decided upon after one year of negotiations. 

So this summer, 35 people with a passing resemblance to me, from 
eight countries and between the ages of 3 and 73, somehow rendez- 
voused at St. Mark’s Square in Venice before boarding a ship to the 
Greek Isles. Despite being jet-lagged and being crammed on the aisle 
seat next to a guy with a bladder problem, there’s nothing like seeing 
your kin after ages and meeting the new additions to the family. 

Tourists probably were shocked to see and hear the chest bumping, 
hug, kisses and screaming being exchanged at decibels witnessed only 
at a Metallica concert. Chaos runs in my family like Usain Bolt, and 
the madness of getting everyone and their airport duty-free merchan- 
dise on the ship in a foreign country nearly derailed the reunion. 

The next seven days were indelible for us—and probably even more 
memorable to the poor 3,000 other people on the ship. 

It is no exaggeration to say that our numerous type-A personalities 
pretty much took over like Somali pirates, from doing “Titanic”-in- 
spired poses on the deck to winning every cruise-organized competi- 
tion. Whether at the buffet line, in the hot tub or talking to the hot 
Russian cruise director, there always was someone representing. We 
re-enacted photos taken nearly 30 years before, put together recipes 
for a family cookbook and made connections that will last a lifetime. 

What I had expected to be an overwhelming dose of family turned 
into one of the most cherished memories of my life. I’ve already taken 
over the reins of organizing our next reunion.

Feeling the eyes of the nation upon them, jurors in the corruption trial of 

Rod Blagojevich grew tense as realization sank in earlier this week that 

they might convict the former governor on only one of 24 counts he faced. 
Of particular concern, several jurors said Wednesday, was the lone 

holdout on numerous counts that would have convicted Blagojevich 

of trying to sell the US. Senate seat vacated by President Obama. John 

Grover, 52, a juror from Joliet, said he grew so frustrated after three days 


of deliberating on the same charge that he yelled at the woman who

refused to join the other 11 in agreeing to convict. 


“I gave her a piece of my mind,” Grover 
said. “If it wasn’t for that one lady, we’d have 
had him convicted on probably 80 percent of 
{the indictment}.” 

The holdout is a retired state public health 
employee who lives in the western suburbs 
and had once served as the director of teen 
counseling for the Chicago Urban League. 
During jury selection, she said she had read 
about the governor’s arrest but had no pre- 
conceived opinion about the case. She could 
not be reached for comment Wednesday. 

“He was lucky,” Grover said of Blagojevich. 
“T hate to put it like that, but the amount of 
evidence that prosecution presented to us— 
there was so much of it. I don’t see how any- 
body could come to any other conclusion.” 

Jurors continued to detail their 14 days of 
deliberations, describing hours spent in an 
uncomfortably warm, cramped room listen- 
ing to Blagojevich’s wiretapped, profanity- 
laced tirades and carefully sketching a time- 
line of the case. 


Stephen Wlodek of Bartlett said it both- 
ered him that, after the verdict, the former 
governor and his defense team claimed the 
prosecution failed to make its case. 

“In a way, they didn’t prove it to one per 
son,” he said. “I just felt a little slighted by 
that. It gave the impression to the residents 
of the state that this jury was deadlocked right

down the middle when we weren't.” 


Tension in the room 

Jury foreman James Matsumoto, 66, a retired 
video librarian from Chicago, said the hold- 
out’s unwillingness to change her mind cre- 
ated tension. At one point a juror asked to 
switch chairs to sit across from her. 

“He said, ‘I want to look her in the eye,’ ” 
Matsumoto recalled. “He did it calmly and 
civilly, but there was pressure.” 

Matsumoto didn’t agree with her position, 
but he accepted it: “She was consistent,” he said. 
“Her reasoning was that [Blagojevich] was just 
talking. It was just politics. He wasn’t serious.” 


He described the juror as a soft-spoken, 
thoughtful person who one day said she was 
taking her grandchildren to the American 
Girl store after the day’s deliberation to buy 
some dolls. He said the woman took copious 
notes and seemed to suffer under the stress of 
the deliberations. 

“She said her stomach hurt on the days 
there were tension,” Matsumoto said. “She 
said, ‘I don’t know how much I can take.’” 


Heavy responsibility 
Wlodek said the responsibility of being a jury 
member weighed heavily on the panelists. 
Ralph Schindler of Arlington Heights said he 
often awoke at 3 a.m. thinking about the case. 
The six men and six women spent the first 
two days of deliberations simply studying the 
123-page jury instructions. From there, the jury 
went through each of the charges one by one, 
taking notes on poster-size paper taped along 
the meeting room walls. The group voted each 


day, making note of each vote and the day’s date. 


Juror Erik Sarnello, 21, of Itasca, said the 
deliberations started out strong with the jury 
reaching a swift unanimous decision on the 
24th count—lying to the FBI, the one count 
on which Blagojevich was found guilty. But 
from there, Sarnello said, things grew more 
complicated. 

There were divisions on many counts, in- 
cluding a charge that the former governor 
tried to shake down Children’s Memorial 
Hospital for campaign contributions. 

But Sarnello and Grover both said the 
charges relating to Blagojevich attempting to 
sell the Senate seat were convincing to every- 
one on the jury but one. 

“Every charge related to the Senate seat became 
11-1,” Sarnello said. “I think she wanted clear-cut 
evidence and not everything was clear cut.” 

Grover said jurors repeatedly played the 
prosecution’s wiretapped conversations for 
the holdout but to no avail. 

“It just got to the point where we were 
beating a dead horse,” he said.

Cynthia Parker of Gurnee refused to fault 
the holdout juror. 

“Everyone’s entitled to their opinion, 
and I respect that,” Parker said. “She did 
very well and she was avery strong person.” 

In fact, according to Schindler, the 
group came close to being hung on all 
counts. He said a male juror changed his 
mind at the last minute on count 24—ly- 
ing to the FBI. Schindler said he turned to 
the man and said: “Are you sure you don't 
think he did this? That he was lying when 
he said that?” 

Schindler said the juror replied, “You’re 
right, change it back. He’s guilty.” 

“And so we had one,” Schindler said. 

Jurors indicated that they were less con- 
vinced on the four counts against Blago- 
jevich’s brother, Robert. 

“I don’t think he knew honestly what 
was going on,” Grover said. 


Retrial details 
up in the air 


With the ink barely dry on the verdict forms 
signed by the divided jury at Rod Blagojevich’s 
corruption trial, prosecutors and defense law- 
yers began posturing for Round 2. 

The government, led by U.S. Attorney 
Patrick Fitzgerald, immediately promised to 
try Blagojevich again after jurors Tuesday 
failed to reach a verdict on 23 of the 24 counts. 
Blagojevich blasted the prosecutors’ effort as 
a “persecution,” and his attorneys attacked the 
cost of the government having another jury hear 
the evidence. 

A day later, all that was clear was that 
Blagojevich would have another day in court. 
What was less certain was what changes could 
be made to the prosecution case next time 
around, who would represent the governor at his 
retrial and how that defense would be paid for.

It has been several years since the CTA 
scrapped a project to introduce premium 
express trains outfitted with airline-style 
seats to Chicago’s airports. But Mayor 
Daley said Wednesday that the idea is not 
entirely dead. 

Daley disclosed that the city is re-pack- 
aging a stalled proposal to entice private 
investors to build and operate a first-class 
express train service between downtown 
and O’Hare. 

The mayor said no city money would 
be used, and he isn’t sure the plan is fea- 
sible. But he announced the formation of a 
17-member exploratory committee, head- 
ed by businessman Lester Crown, to study 
the concept and report back to Daley at an 
unspecified date. 

“This is all about creating jobs and look- 
ing to the future,” Daley said at a City Hall 
news conference. “You have to rebuild 
America.” 

Potential investors from China, Japan 
and the Middle East have contacted city 
officials about the project, Daley said. 
“They’re already interested,” he said. 

The O’Hare express service would serve 
conventioneers and boost tourism, Daley 
added. He compared it to higher-speed 
airport rail services operating in London, 
Shanghai, Hong Kong and Tokyo. 

The goal of offering world-class airport 
express service could lead to the comple- 
tion of a costly hole in the ground below 
Block 37 in the heart of the downtown. 
That’s where the city and the CTA have

sunk more than $250 million to construct 
the initial phase ofa subway “super station” 
that was to have served as the hub for non- 
stop rail service to O’Hare and Midway. 

City Hall and the transit agency moth- 
balled the superstation project in 2008 
after cost-overruns and the prospect of 
spending at least another $100 million to 
complete the subterranean station and a 
connector tunnel linking the State Street 
and Dearborn Street subways. 

Before halting the work, the CTA hired 
consultants to come up with ideas. Two 
main plans were offered: “direct service” 
on revamped rail coaches that would follow 
CTA Blue Line trains on the current route; 
and express trains that would go around the 
slower CTA trains at certain points. But 
the projected time savings were only about 
10 to 15 minutes on the express trains com- 
pared to regular Blue Line service. 

Projected fares would have been as high 
as about $15 to $20 each way—cheaper 
than a taxi but much more expensive than 
CTA fares. 

The Daley administration still appar- 
ently believes a business model can be de- 
veloped to support an upscale express train 
service with lofty fares. The new express 
service that Daley outlined in vague terms 
Wednesday would be operated by a private 
company, offering an alternative —and per- 
haps competition—to the Blue Line. 

Crown said his marching orders from 
the mayor are clear that “no city money” 
would be used, emphasizing that the pri- 
vate-sector component was the key.

That same day, a 27-year-old man was 
found shot to death in the 11100 block of 
South Edbrooke Avenue, police said. 

Citywide, fatal shootings were recorded 
in Austin, Greater Grand Crossing, Hermosa, 
Humboldt Park, Irving Park, South 
Chicago, South Shore, Woodlawn and West 
Englewood in the past week, RedEye deter- 
mined. 

Meanwhile, a 22-year-old man died after

Batman, Robin and Cylons likely to attract attention 
at Wizard World—and then there are the not-so-famous 


Chicago Tribune 

Burt Ward receives 10 to 15 requests a month from the or- 
ganizers of sci-fi and comic-book conventions who want 
Ward—Robin from the 1960s “Batman” TV series—to sit 
at a table in a suburban hotel conference room, sign auto- 
graphs and shake the hands of fans. 

Ward retired from the convention circuit years ago, but 
he'll be at one of the biggest in the Midwest, Wizard World’s 
Chicago Comic Con, when it begins Thursday at the Don- 
ald E. Stephens Convention Center in Rosemont. He will be 
sitting alongside Julie Newmar, who played Catwoman, and 
Adam West, who played Batman. 

“Adam helped convince Burt he should come out this 
time,” said Gareb Shamus, CEO of Wizard Entertainment. 
“And that’s Burt’s reason ... the celebrities who attend these 
things have their own reason. Some go convention to con- 
vention. Some don’t have to work and just do it to keep their 
names out there. Some want to reconnect with a friend. And 
some do need to make a living.” 

It’s acommon sight at conventions—B- and C-list actors, 
wrestlers, the men who spent careers inside monster suits 
waiting for a fan to walk up and ask for an autograph or a 
photograph, charging an average $20 per signature for the 
privilege. 

A few, the biggest names, just keep up with the demand, 
signing efficiently and grinning; while others, the marginal, 
can come off as too eager, said Paul Maiellaro, the organizer

“ready to pounce on the first person within three feet of 
them.” 

At Wizard World, you will find Christopher Knight, who 
played Peter Brady on “The Brady Bunch,” with wife and Jo- 
liet native Adrianne Curry of “America’s Next Top Model;” 
Lindsay Wagner (“The Bionic Woman”); cast members from 
“Buffy the Vampire Slayer” and the “Terminator” films. Sha- 
mus is especially proud of landing the five key Cylons from 
Syfy’s “Battlestar Galactica.” 

Also nearby: Lou Ferrigno, TV’s Hulk. He has been on the 
autograph circuit for ages. He says he attends at least nine 
conventions each year. He charges $20 for every autograph 
signed and every photo taken but wouldn’t say how much he 
typically earns from this or discuss contractual arrangements. 
He said money isn’t why he does it. 

“It’s rewarding,” Ferrigno said. “Some [fans] have low self 
esteem or are dealing with weight problems and insecurities, 
and meeting me gives them hope to change their lives.” 

And when he’s ignored? “I don’t take it personally.” 

It’s like watching someone throw a party and no one 
shows up—or watching someone throw a party, then collect 
money from everyone who shows up. 

If you ever have seen Ferrigno at a convention, you know 
his table is not always crowded with fans —he attends so many 
comic cons, say organizers of several conventions, that he 
oversaturates himself. He also makes his own change, which 
is fairly typical of the autograph circuit. Though, as Ferrigno 
said, every deal is different, and the bigger the star, the better

the chance someone is beside them making change. 

For Linda Hamilton, that would be Sean Clark, who runs 
Convention All-Stars, a celebrity booking agency. He also 
has scheduled her “Terminator” co-star Michael Biehn and 
“T3” co-star Kristanna Loken for Chicago Comic Con, but 
only Hamilton will get a change maker. 

The deal varies depending on the convention and the celeb- 
rity. The biggest names are flown to a city, given lodging, paid a 
fee for attending and guaranteed to earn a certain amount on 
their signature—if the guarantee is $10,000 and the celebrity 
makes $7,000, the promoter owes them $3,000. The sought- 
after names, the William Shatners and Leonard Nimoys 
and Stan Lees of the convention world, command 
high five-figure fees and keep the autograph 
profits. 

It’s a mutually exploitative process, said 
Reed Exhibitions vice president Lance Fen- 
sterman, who runs Chicago’s new C2E2. 
“You're telling the person signing his name 
how great he is, and sometimes that guy is not 
looking up or talking and it’s sad for everyone.” 

In fact, the convention scene can be so un- 
easy a handful of agencies have sprung up pri- 
marily to handle convention appearances. Erin 
Gray, who was on “Buck Rogers,” owns Heroes 
for Hire, and Lucasfilm owns Official Pix, which 
handles most “Star Wars”-related stars. Then there’s 
Clark’s Convention All-Stars, which specializes in horror. 

“I book a lot of the guys who played Jason in ‘Friday the 
13th,’ eight guys who played Michael Myers in ‘Halloween,’ 
and no one knows who they are, but for a weekend they’re 
stars,” Clark said. 

Knight, however, said he’s trying the circuit for a year, just 
to see how it goes. 

“I am a bit on the fence. I still believe in the mystery of 
celebrity. I think less is more. But some of the [celebrities at 
conventions], you wonder what the lure is—they show up so 
often, everyone who wants their autograph in that city prob- 
ably has it,” he said. “Why go? Well, some, as long 
as they’re flown out, seem to do it for the 
satisfaction of being flown out. I don’t 
get that. It needs to be mean- 
ingful to me. Monetarily 
meaningful to me. I 
mean, this is a business.”

it’s this Xander affectation, it’s kind of like, 
“Oh my God! Oh my God! Oh my God!” And 
I say things like, “OMG,” you know? I love 
playing straight guys that have like a splicey 
gay affectation. I like to play the straight guys 
who are kind of big. And if that’s what I’m 


destined to play, then I’m a fairly lucky actor. 


Do you think it’s because of the weight of 
the character you carry with you, or that the 
writers look at you and say, “We should re- 
ally put some of that stuff in there?” 

Yeah, that’s a Joss [Whedon] thing too. The 
characters, once he got to know us as people, 
the characters definitely went that way. And 
I think I ama lot that way. Really, when I 
was being asked this question when I was

This classic yoga pose, called half moon, is excellent for stretching your back and 


hip muscles. It also strengthens your legs and ankles while helping you develop 


balance. Karen Voight, creator of a line of fitness DVDs, says that when first doing 


the pose, you might need to use a yoga block under your hand, but as soon as you 


get more limber and feel stable enough, you can rest your fingers on the floor and 


straighten your bottom leg. 


With a yoga block, stand upright with the 

block in front of you, hands on your hips. 
Bend your right knee and place your right hand 
on the yoga block approximately 1 foot in front 
and slightly to the right of your right foot. Shift 
your weight onto your right foot as you slowly 
raise your left leg up to hip level. Your left knee 
and toes should be turned out, and your shin 
should be parallel to the floor. Pause for three 
to six breaths. Lower your left leg, stand and 
repeat on the other side.
